Amarica’s latest aquatic marvel.

Sixteen years old, and a green novice
less than one year ago. she stands to-
day a titls holder, a world's recordist
and probably our most brillint prospect
in the fleld of water sport for women.

Sines she sprang her first surprise on
April 5. when she set an official world's
standard of 334-6 for G0 yard back
stroke swimming in a regulatlon 73
foot pool, she has performed feata which
stamp her one of the greatest young
mermalds ever developed,

Two, in particular, give an Idea of
her wonderful possibilitien. On  April
18 In Pitwsbure, competing in the na-
tlonal 150 yard back stroke champion-
ship, she swam within inches of Mins
Ruth Smith of Columbus, the winner,
who Lent world's time, and herself fin-
hed undsr the old mark.

A good doubls, ons would imagine
would be one that stands to galn some
thing, llke a good bid; but that doe
not seem to bo the accepted |dea of it
A good double, according to thoms wh
use It all the time, seems to be & hanc
that ean support anything the partne
has four cards of. That only about one
doubling hand In ten comes up to this
standard ls matter of common knowl-
eCge.

If we acospt as unimpeachable a hang
that can support any sult tha pariner
may plek, how about this one: An ace,
three kirgs and a queen?
